amateur sphere. 


If a player's main task is to 
score goals jt is no good having 
him grafting in mid-field, Too 
much attention nowadays is 
placed on work-rate and team 
contribution. It is goals that 
decide matches and not the 
amount of effort supplied 
outside the 18-yard area. 

Although Horseman was a 
moody player there is no doubt- 
ing bis ability. However, at 
Wanderers, the rest of the team 
was geared to. fit in with his 


style. He received invaluable 
support from Keith Samucis 
and supporters feel . that 


Horseman will miss “Sammy” 
to a very large extent. 

Now that Horseman has 
gone, who fills the breach? 
There is no doubt that if the 


man on the terraces wre Busse 


ing. the side then Viv Bust 
would get the go-ahead. + ` 

Of course, Wanderers may 
decide to try and replace 
Horseman with another star 
forward. But if Busby was given 
the job and persevered with, l 
believe he could turn out to be 
a first-class striker.
